SOME REGULATIONS THE SAME 


Legal Advisory Board Will Explain 


Its Plans in Slips to be Given 


Registrants. 


The county army selection hoard 
completing preparations for the 


registration, a week from tomorrow, 


September 12, of all men more than 
eighteen years of age who have not 
ittained their forty-sixth birthday, 


under the terms of a proclamation 
ssnrd by President Wilson. Basing 
estimate.- on previous military reg- 
istrations here, it is expected that 
iipproxinmtoly 2,500 men will regis- 
ter in Rush county. 


The precinct registrars have been 


•ippointei1. and the registering places 
ivill lie announced hi a few days. The 
•supply of registration cards and reg- 
istration certificates have been re- 
•eived, and the cards have .been tied 
n bundles ready to be distributed to 
he various precincts.

This statement will also explain to 
the registrant that if he( has not 
iought the aid of the board within a 
certain number of days after receiv- 
ing his questionnaire, it will be as- 
sumed that he does'not want' the help 
of the board.

IMPORTANT PROBLEMS

When. such a large organization as 


that of the Ur-S. Food Clubs is under- 
taken many questions arise. 
The 


first one to present itself in this case 
is: 
Why form another organization 


when there are so many already? The 
answer is easy. There is no other or- 
ganization that c.an do the work. 
Many other organizations were will- 
ing to help. Jlany organizations have 
given great assistance. 
The U. S. 


Food Administration appreciates all 
that has been done but there were 
too many gaps left which could not 
be ignored. 
"* 


By working through existing or- 


ganizations some homes would be 
reached through half a dozen different 
sources. 
The 
great 
majority of 


homes, however, were not reached at 
all. 
It was necessary 
that these 


homes be reached to keep them in 
touch with the needs of the hour. 
Hence the Food Clubs. 


There is another reason why exist- 


ing organizations could not satisfy 
all requirements. A literary society, 
for example, would meet to discuss 
food problems. The same program 
would be given perhaps as that car- 
ried out by a Pood Club. The liter- 
ary society would still think of itself 
as a literary society doing work dif- 
ferent from its usual line. The Food 
Club on the other hand realizes that 
It is doing its own work. When four 
thousand U. S. Food Clubs are at 
work, conscious that they are doing 
the work for which they were created 
there will be greater interest and 
greater results than would otherwise 
be possible. 


A special organization is necessary 


to fight our food battles at home just 
as surely as a special organization 
was needed to fight the battles in 
France.

War 
Department 


created the National Army. The U. 
S. Food Administration for Indiana is 
organizing the 13. S. Food Clubs.

Your Storage Space Isn't Large 


Enough, Enlarge It. 


By HARRY A. GARFIELD, 


United States Fuel Administrator. 
Every householder, every public util- 


ity and every industrial user of coal 
engaged in work essential to the prose- 
cution of the war are earnestly ad- 
vised and urged to place without de- 
lay their orders for coal to cover their 
needs for the 12 mouths beginning 
April-L 


During the past 12 months there has 


been suffering among consumers and a 
curtailment of essential production by 
industries through inability to obtain 
necessary fuel after the beginning of 
winter. A year ago consumers were 
led to believe that they might safely 
withhold their orders until later in the 
year. They labored under the impres- 
sion that coal could be bought and se- 
cured as well at one time as another. 
They were told that there was plenty 
of coal for everybody and that there 
would be plenty of coal cars to move 
tlie coal in also. 


This advice and its acceptance by 


consumers was one of the contributing 
causes to the coal shortage, with Us 
consequent suffering among domestic 
consumers and lessening in production 
of commodities needed in our war ac- 
tivities. 


The Fuel Administration was not 


then in existence and did not begin its 
work until August 23. It was then al- 
ready too late to undo the harm which 
had been done. The Fuel Administra- 
tion would be negligent of its duty to 
the public if it failed to call attention 
at this time to the unfortunate results 
of the mistaken course pursued by the 
public a year ago and to warn all con- 
sumers in tlie most emphatic manner 
possible that a repetition of those re- 
sults can be avoided only by accepting 
and acting immediately upon the Fuel 
Administration's advice, here given: 


Order Your Coal at Once. 


Let every consumer of the classes 


mentioned ascertain his fuel requin-- 
nents for Hie coiumK year. Du this 
at once. Order sufficient coal to meet 
those requirements. Place your orders 
t once. If domestic consumers have 
not sufficient storage space for the 
coal they will need they should en- 
arge their bins. It public utilities and 
udustries engaged upon government 
vork have not suflicient storage space 
:hey should at once provide it. 


The production of coal in this coun- 


try Is fundamentally a transportation 
iroblem. There are enough coal cars 
nd enough locomotives to transport 
tlie necessary quantity of cosil, only if 
every car and every' locomotive is 
used to its maximum capacity every 
day in tlie year. 
There are eiuinxh 


peratives in the mines to got the coal 
'roin tlie ground if those operatives 
can work every day in the year anil if 
the coal cars and locomotives are 
vailable every day. 


The fuel problem is to get the coal 


!rom the first place of deposit to the 
inal place of deposit with as litUe de- 
ay as possible and in as steady and 
continuous a stream as circumstances 
•will permit. The railroads may be 
compared to a water pipe, which needs 
:o run full all tlie time to carry tlie 
necessary amount of water to it^dos- 
jnation. If that water is shut off for 
any appreciable time it means nn ulti- 
mate shortage. The pipe can carry no 
more than its maximum capacity per 
day. 


* Borrow, if You Must. 


Inconvenience of paying for coal in 


the spring or summer when it will not 


needed until autumn or winter 


should not influence any consumer to 
delay placing his order and securing 
lis supply. It is far wiser to borrow 
money in tlie spring to pay for one's 
coal .than to wait until autumn or 
winter; when if tlie coal has not been 
mined and shipped money cannot pro- 
cure it 
— 


The Fuel Administration, through. 


the State Fuel Administrators and lo- 
cal committees, is prepared in every 
reasonable way to aid public utilities, 
essential industries, retail dealers and 
lomestic consumers in placing their 
orders and in securing assurance of a 
infficient supply of fuel. 
All these 


[overnmental agencies, however, are 


erless if the consumers themselves 


'•II to act Again, therefore, the Fuel 
Administration urges every consumer 
o place his orders immediately. Tills 
should ordinarily be done through the 
medium of supply upon which the con- 
sumer has relied in the past If this 
course is followed it may be hoped 
that the suffering and loss of the past j 
winter will not be repeated. If It is ' 
not done consumers will have tliem- 
•rives to blame.

Bean weevil is the principal enemy 


,>f beans .-incl peas in storage, and 
may cause big losses of these crops 
for

of the garden work. This pest which 
destroys large quantities of beans in 
storage may be controlled by .heat- 
ing in the oven or by the use of car- 
bou bisulphide. 


Heating the beans in an oven for 


one hour at a temperature of 140 to 
l.'il) degrees will destroy the weevil, 
but his method applies only to beans 
for i'ood purposes 
as it kills 
the

The best method is to place

ThenjS 
a small amount of carbon bisulphide ;5 
is poured into the saucer or plate, is 
the vessel or box closed tightly andiS 
left for 30 hours.

temperatures, one ounce is needed 
for every 100 pounds of beans. In 
small quantities, about a tablespoon- 
f4il may be used for each 10 to 15 
pounds of beans which the war gar- 
dners may wish to store.

form and is as explosive ' as gaso- 
line," said Mr. Oaylord.
